SILVER 


Proceedings of the St. Louis Con- 
vention, 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 27.—At yesterday’s 
afternoon session Senator Stewart's 
resolution that each delegation should 
be allowed twenty votes, and that all 
over that number in any delegation 
should be allowed one vote each was 
finally adopted. 

Permanent officers were selected as 
follows: Chairman, A. J. Warner, of 
Ohio; Vice Chairman, J. M. Mce- 
Michael, Colorado; Secretary, Albert 
Singer, Missouri; Assistant Secre- 
tariese—F. J. Dana, Colorado; T. J. 
Palmer, Kansas; J, A. Greer, Penn- 
sylvania. 

The Nevada contingent was strength- 
ened to-day by the arrival of Senator 
Stewart, Frank G. Newlands, Tom 
Fitch and Judge M. J. Farrell. 

Chairman Warner, upon being intro- 
duced to the Convention by Senator 
Stewart, thanked that body for the 
unexpected honor. He said that no 
subject interested him more than the 
silver question. Since Germany, in 
1872, followed by other European 
powers and by the United States, 
limited silver as money the question 
has been a vital issue, aed in its dis- 
cussion the bi-metallists had won the 
victory. The attempt to change the 
money standard from gold and silver 
to gold alone was worse than a mistake 
—it wasacrime. The demonetization 
of silver had made the gold standard 
different than before. That act of de- 
monetization of silver was in fact a 
yreat crime, and its revocation was 
now an important question of the 
world. The people had _ suffered 
more from bad moretary legislation 
than from any other cause. The 
first duty of them was stability of 
finances. What was asked was the 
restoration of the money standard 
which existed for ages; that silver be 
placed on an equality with gold at the 
ratio which has existed. It was the 
duty of the country te restore what 
should never have been disturbed, and 
this Convention has assembled here to 
decide upon the best method to be 
pursued im reaching the desired end. 
H. B. Chamberlain, President of the 
Denver Chamber of Commerce, on 
behalf of that body, then presented a 
solid silver gavel to Chairman Warner. 
A number of resolutions to be re- 
ferred to the Committee on Resolutions 
were read and recorded. The com- 
mittee is considered a very etrung one, 
and it is expected to fully embody the 
wishes of the Convention briefly and 
so clearly that they will be easily un- 
derstood. 

After the announcement that there 
would be a reception at the Merchants’ 
Exchange to-night, the Convention 
adjourned. 

At a meeting of the Committee on 
Order of Business to-night it was 
agreed to recommend that Henry Wat- 
terson, Thomas Fitch, Senator Stewart 
and R. P. Bland should make a formal! 
presentation of the silver cause to the 
Convention.

Trenton, N. J., Nov. 27. — Mrs. 
Delia Parnell gave the following to a 
reporter: ‘‘I received some assistance 
from my appeal until Fitzgerald, a 
member of the Land League, took it 
upon himself to deny the story told 
by my friends. He said in substance 
that they would have taken care of 
me had I made an appeal to them. 
My poverty dates back to 1879. I was 
destitute then, and prominent mem- | 
bers of the League were so informed. 
They took no action, but gave me the | 
lie. James Redpath of New York, | 
took up my case, but when promi- 
nent leaders of the League gave 
me the lie, he, too, abandoned 
the idea of raising funds quietly from 
a few wealthy members of the League. 
In 1885 and 1886, when I was ill in| 
New York, the League members again | 
knew of my condition, but no action 
was taken. Ellen Ford (daughter of 
Patrick Ford), Mrs. Condon, Mrs. 
Kehoe, Miss Maria Doherty, and 
others raised between $1,700 and $1,900, 
but most of it went for expenses. The 
property my brother left me, which 


has been considered a fortune, did not 
pay one cent of interest. I have kept 
matters from the public until | have 
stared starvation in the face. When 
I would appeal to prominent members 
of the League I would be told my son 
Charles had sufficient means to help | 
me. This is false. Charles Stewart | 
Parnell has not a dollar of his own in | 
the world. What money he has has 

been contributed for the cause of Ire- 

land, and he has no right to use it for 

my support. True, he gave up his 

fortune for the cause, and when my 

boy entered Irish politics | gave up 

my dowry to aid him and Ireland.

Most people, perhaps, concvive 
ef Mormonism as being practically 
synonymous with polygamy, and 
do not see why Utab should not 
be admitted as a state, provided 
there be a constitutional iubabi- 
tiou upon polygamy and spiritual 
marriages and sealipg as the Mor- 
mons-call it. Testimony recently 
taken in one of the Courts in Salt 
Lake City will show that there isa 
far more serious objection in Mor- 
monism to the admission of Utah 
into the Union, and that no genu- 
ine Mormon can be a good citizen 
of the United States. 

This testimony, given by men 
once ‘high in the Mormon Church, 
is to the effect that every Mormon 
owes his highest allegiance to the 
Mormon Chureh or the kingdom 
of God. The oaths taken in the 
Endowment House said nothing 
about obedience to the laws of the 
United States. On the contrary, 
it was taught that the kingdom of 
God would be established and al! 
other governments overthrown, 
aud that the United States Gov- 
ernment would be the first to go. 
It is not necessary to explain that 
the leaders of Mormonisin were 
not speaking of tue “kingdom of 
God” in a spiritual, but in a tem- 
poral sense, and that what they 
meant was that the power of the 
Mormon Church should be superior 
to that of the United States. 

It is plain to see that no peop.e 
holding such peculiar views can be 
admitted into the Union as citi- 
zens of a sovereign State. The 
Constitution and the acts of Con- 
gress are the supreme law of the 
land, not the edicts of a hierarchy ; 
and so long as Mormonism pre- 
vails in Utah, so long it must re- 
main a Territury, in order that it 
may be controlled directly by the 
power of the United States.

THE DIAMOND'S HOME. 


Facts Concerning the Great Mines 
of South Africa. 
—..___. 

A Gigantic Enterprise in Which 1,200 5.40. 
Overseers Are Employed, and Over 
$5,000,000 of European Capital 
Are Expended Every Year. 


——_——-— 


The De Beers mine disaster in the South 


African diamond fields, by which twenpty- | 


four whites and two hundred natives per- 
ished, as reported from Cape Town, via_ 
London, has awakened fresh interest. 
among those who deal in the most valuable 


of precious stones. By far the greatest por- | 


tion of the diamonds now obtained come | 
from the mines of South Africa, which | 
were discovered near Hopetown in 1867 by 
some Dutch children. The mines are situ- 
ated in Griqualand West, now a part of 
Cape Colony, in latitude 28 degrees 40 min- 
utes, longitude 25 degrees 10 minutes east, 
about 640 miles northeast of Cape Town, and 
500 miles from the sea coast. Although |

during the summer months, when the work 
is principally carried on. 

According to the first report of the terri- 
ble calamity it was that “the De Beers | 
Coal Mine at Kimberley” had caught fire. 
The manifest errorin regard to the char- 
acter of the mine was not corrected in sub- 
sequent dispatches, but the cause of the 
fatal fire was explained in this way: ‘“‘While 
the shifts were being changed the hauling 
wire broke and the skip rushed down the 
shaft with frightful rapidity. The oil lamps 
were broken, and the blazing fluid quickly 
ignited the wooden casing of the shaft. 
Fiamesin great volumes shot up the shaft, 
completely preventing egress. Tho mine 
war,soon filled with smoke, and the lights 
carried by the miners were rendered use- 
jess The panic-stricken natives and whites, 
in their efforts to escape, became massed 
together in the galleries and were suffocated 
to death." 

The superintendent of the De Boers Mine 
is Gardener F. Williams, of Oakland, Cal. 
He went to South Africa on his second trip 
in the latter part of 1886. He is a regular 
correspondent of George F. Kunz, Tiffany 
& Co.'s gem expert and mineralogist. A 
New York Times reporter talked with Mr. 
Kunz, and obtained from him some inter- 
esting facts about the De Beers Mines. 

The mine covers 13'4 acres or 610 claims, 
each 31 feet square, with a roadway of 15 
feet between each claim. The mines were 
originally worked in individual claims, 3,143 


way 7\¢ feet wide between each pair of 
clauns. These small claims are now consol- 
dated into about ninety large companies 
and private firms, having a gross capital of 
nearly. ¢50,000,000. There are four large 
mines, all within a radius of a mile and a 
half. The celebrated Kimberley covers 
seven and a haif acres. Thirty-three mill- 
ion karats (over six and ahalf tons) of dia- 
monds have already been taken out, valued 
in the rough at £45,000,000 and after cutting 
at £90,000,000. The absorption of the small- 
er by the larger companies is constantly 
going on, and itis proposed to consolidate 
all the companies into one. Ten thousand 
natives, each receiving £1 a week, are cm- 
ployed in the mihes under the supervision 
of 1,200 European overseers. The enor- 
mous sum of over £1,000,000 is annually ex- 
pended for labor. 

This mammoth investment of European 
capital would have been more profitable to 
the shareholders were it not for the thiev- 
ishness of the native diggers, who, insti- 
gated by the vicious whives that congregate 
on the field, atone time stole and disposed 
of from one-fifth to one-fourth of the entire 
yield. More improved methods of surveil- 
lance, recently introduced, have diminished 
this loss. None but authorized agents are 
permitted to purchase or possess rough dia- 
monds, and a large detective force 1s on the 
alert to prevent any infringement of the 
rules. A record is now kept of every dia- 
mond found. The thieves have been caught 
making chickens swallow diamonds in the 
mine, and a post-mortem held on one of the 
natives who died suddenly revealed the fact 
that his death was caused by a sixty-karat 
diamond which he had swallowed. 

According to the latest official reports 
there were employed in the De Beers mine 
304 whites and.2,758 natives. Of the latter 
800-were hired from the Government at a 
cost of £58 per annum. Formerly the na- 
tives were allowed to leave the mines, but 
owing to the fraudulent traffic carricd on 
2,300 of them were last compounded. 
They practically lived in the mines, and 
wére better off than those who had their 
freedom. The oid system of open work- 
ings has been toa greatextent abandoned 
for the shaft and underground plan. Under 
the original method the excavations were 
carried on to a depth of 500 feet. There 
were many accidents, owing to the falling 
shale or reef. A rock shaft is completed to 
a depth of 841 feet and taps low levels. 
During the last year over 21,621 feet of 
main tunnel were driven. There is one 
shaft of 791 feet, another of 477 feet, and a 
third of 125 feet. As many as eighteen 
tribes of natives have been represented in 
the mines. Some of the natives have been 
known to tramp 1,000 miles to get work. 

In 1887-88 890,000 loads of “blue stuff” 
were hanled out of the mines, and 850,906 
loads yielded 979,732.19 carats, for which the 
company received £984,085 l4s 6d. The 
actual expenditure was £415,188, leaving a 
profit of £568,897: The De Beers mine is 
capitalized at £2,500,620 in £10 shares. 
These were quoted as high as £52 last month, 
and since then have slumped to £30 and again 
advanced to £39. It is the opinion of Mr. 
Kunz that the recent accident will cause an- 
other decline in shares. From September 
1, 1882, to December ae 1887, the De Beers 
mine yielded 844,015 karats, valued at £3,- 
450,338, an average of £1 14d per carat. 
This includes every thing taken from the 
mine. In the beginning of the enterprise 
the mine produced .4 karat per load, but last 
year the yield was .8 karat per load, a sig- 
nificant increase.
